Announced and Interest in Race Is Growing 
Keen — Colonel Winn on New York Trip. 



IxntKville, Ky., April 1. — While Sunday is usually 
nil <<rr day with traim-rs of tlioroushbreds an excep- 
tion was made yesterday on aci'ount of tlie hrijrlit 
sunshine, balmy bre<‘jM‘s and desirable track condi- 
tions. Many rawrs were workisl slowly. In some 
iiisianoes they were sent from two to three miles at 
alNiiit a two-minute clip. The Mana^fer. El Toro. 
Guaranola. Chief I.iii<lst-y. Xicias. lYee I.«an<‘e and 
I'atrnelie, nil of the Ih'-rby candidates here, were 
«-antere«l slowly, winding up tbeir trials with quar- 
ters in aliont fno se<-onds. Supt. Frank Keegan is 
confident that the Downs will be fast by Tuesday or 
W«Mlin*s<lay. He says that tlie course is already in 
exiflleiit <sHidition.

The recent announcement of General Manager 
Francis J. Pons of the Charleston Fair and Kacing 
.\sMNruition that an attempt would be made to (*oii- 
timie racing at Palmetto Park next winter has 
aroiistxl the opponents of the sisirt at Charleston and 
file matter is lieing extensively ventilated in the 
i*olnmns of the Charleston press. The News and 
Courier of Weilnesday last devoted the following 
paragraphs to the subject: 

*'Ves. I think we will conduct races here in tlie 
future,” said Francis J. Pons, general manager of 
the Charleston Fair and Uacing .\ssociatlrm, when 
l«* was ask(*d the question b.v a re|s>rler for 'nie 
News and Courier. *1 do not know isisitively alMuil 
racing next year.’ Mr. Pons e<mtinu<*<l. 'hut I think 
there is an opisirtunit.v to hold a race me«*ling here. 
.My law.v«*rs advis»> me that we will he able to race.’ 

’‘.\sk«*d just how it was intended to get around 
the law passi*d at the last session of the General 
.\ssembly prohibiting race track betting in this 
state after Jul.v 1, 1912, Mr. Pong said he did not 
know. That, he said, was the lawyers’ hnsiness 
and it would be ui> to them. He 6taU*<l. however, 
that under the terms of the law, he <*oiild conduct 
rac«*s here and still lie law-abiding. President John 
Marshall, of th«* Charleston Fair and Racing Asso- 
ciation. dei*lined to make an.v statement when tlie 
questiiMi was asked whether or not tlie as.sociation 
intended to hold another m«*etiiig h)*re next season; 
while President G. G. W. Marjenhoff, of the Charles- 
ton .\d CInh, wlio has lieen oim* of the most (*iitbii- 
siastic of the merchants who have taken a stand in 
favor of the ra<*e track, and wlio was asked the 
same question. stat<*<l that he did not know whether 
or not the racing Imtc would c*oiitimie. hut that he 
ho|x*d it would. Other local men ciamecteil with or 
iiroiiiiiiently advocating the race track could not be 
reached last night. 

“The reiKirt current among racing people here, 
to the eflfect that the as.s<K*iation will endeavor to 
hold a m«4*ting next season, starting, perliaps. on 
Thanksgiving Day. is liegiiinlug to gain credence 
among the citizens in general. Those who Ix-llevc 
the reiKirt siieak of ‘Haws in the law.’ though they 
do not. so far as has b<*en learned, state explicitly 
what these alleged Haws are sup|*osed to be. It is 
evidently the belief of many of the turf followers 
that the Act passed by the General Assembly has 
a loophole somewhere which will render |iossihIe the 
bolding of another me:etiitg in f'harlestiH!. 

“Others who favor the confinnance of racing in 
this city are of the opinion that the Charleston Fair 
and Racing AssiM-iatiou may go ali(*ad and hold a 
race mot*ting here next year and yet suffer no inter- 
ference for the reason that the law will not be en- 
forced. They jiolnt to the fact that the laws against 
the sale of liquor and against gambling of other 
sorts than race track gambling are dUr<‘g.*ird<*d every 
day and they apiiear to 1ki|m* that the same will 
be true of the rac«* track gambling law. 

•‘The belief is generall.v held among turfmen here 
that in I'olnmbia also racing will lie carried on next 
season, the meeting there to lie held in advan<*e of 
the meeting liere. as was the case this season. 

“Charleston has had a good taste of racing during 
the winter meeting of the Charl«*ston Fair and Rac- 
ing Association, which will <*orae to a close .\pril 
29 . and people here are now in position to know 
from personal experience what a race meeting is 
like and what its elTi*ct is uihiii the town in which 
it is held. The oliserver. however, who discuss<*s 
the matter with the citizens in general with a view 
to getting their opinion in the matter, finds that 
sharp diversity of tqiinion exists. On the one hand, 
he is told by this and that merchant that he has 
sold a far greater quantity of goods or commcHlitles 
than would have lieen the case liad the race niei*ting 
not been lield here. He is told that tlie racing has 
lieen the salvation of the town from a financial 
standpoint and has more than offset the effe<*ts of, 
the storm of .\ugust. Otln-rs. however, take a dia- 
nietrimlly opiHisite view. These maintain that while 
some merchants have beneflteil. others and perhaps 
the majority have not b<*en bellied by the coming 
of the race track and its followers. Tliey di*t*lare 
that a desirable class of tmirists, which bad lH*en 
coming to Charleston in larger and larger iiumbt*rs 
each year so that the town was fast bec*oming 
really a tourist town, has fallen off sadly this year, 
largely for the rea.son that the hotels were filled 
with race track iieople and accommoilatlons were 
not to be had. 

“Tlie moral effect of the race meeting now in 
progress upon the town is .vet another question. 
Certain it is that the exp<*ctation of many that the 
lM‘tting done at the track would be done practically 
entirely by the regular race track followers who 
fl<x*ked here from other cities has not been fulfilled, 
'riie races have been largely attended by Charleston 
p«*ople. and the great majm*ity of those who have 
attended the races, have not hesitated to wager 
mone.v on the perfOTinances of the horses. There 
have lieen reports from time to time of large sums 
won or lost at tlie track by local people. It has 
also become the common practice of many of the 
ladies of Charleston who attend the meetingrs from 
time to time to place liets on the horses. 

“The management of the race track Itself has 
been entirely free from disorder. Racing men state 
that the conduct of the races has been good. Rough 
riding and the fact that the stewards did not at 
om*e apply the iienalty has le<l to some criticism, 
and at one time a number of 'phony-looking’ races 
canseil many to bi'lieve that the public was not 
ls*ing given a sipiare deal. These, however, oc- 
curred during one comparativel.v short iieriod. and 
latterly there has bei*n little talk of cnxiked work. 
A race track writer, who has had large exiiorieuce 
on many tracks, gives it as his opinion that the 
mt*«*ting at Charleston has Ix-en on the whole a re- 
markalil.v goixl one. This, of course, refers simply 
to the «*ondu<*t of the rai*es. the conditions at the 
tra<*k and the* <*lass of liors«*s tliat have raceil liere, 
and doi*s not touch eitlier the question of whether 
cr not the meeting here iias been a good thing for

Pure Rye. Pepiier ami the mighty Hanover. As a 
yearling Sonada sold for $1.-100. 

Few horses. Derby candidates or otherwise, have 
attracted more attention in tlie spring at the Downs 
than is now lieing lK*stowe<l uisiii Bourlion Beau. 
Kourlxin Beau has not grown much in heighth since 
last year, but he has spread out and thickened ma- 
teri.aily. He is one of the l*est “doers” on tlie 
track, is as docile as can 1 k> and lie is truly tlie p<*t 
of the race course. Nothing excites him. At the 
post he is a slow liegiiiiier. especially with a stanil- 
iog start, but once in motion bis action is perfec-

the town or whether tlie lM*tting li.abit that it has 
engendered among the peo|ile in general lias done 
them moral injurj*. It is, iiiori*over, the opinion of 
one who is himself a race track follower and who 
hopes that the races will be held here again next 
season; and it is quoted here simply as showing 
the opinion of a racing man regarding the quality 
of the racing held at Charleston. 

•'On one iioint the turf followers here seem to be 
agreed. It is that if Charleston has racing next 
year a far larger numlier of race track people will 
eonie here than was the case this year, and had 
weather and s**veral postnonemeiits of tlie meeting 
having kc*pt many away. 

“Major J. C. Hemphill, editor of tlie Charlotte 
Oliserver. following his recent visit to Cliarlesloii, 
praised tlie race track highly in the editorial eol- 
uiiins of ills paper and expr<“ssu*<l the hiqte that the 
slate would not drive out liorse racing. .\iiothei* 
editorial on tlie same general subject appeared in 
the Oliserver of Wt*dnesday and is as follows: 

“ ‘It is annonnet*d that tlie race meetings at 
Charleston will lx* continiietl from year to year, the 
excellent munag(*m(*iit of this enterprise having Im- 
pressed nian.v of llxise heretofore opposed to the 
racing hnsiness with the g<x)d faith of those eondiict- 
ing this partieiilar undertaking. General Manager 
Pons said tlie other da.v that there would lx* another 
nie«*tliig next year, predicting his projihecy doubt- 
less on tile fact that, under proiier eiMitrol. a raein.g 
enterprise is in no sense op|xis«*d to good morals. 
The t'liarleston correspondent, in a dispatch to the 
New York Morning Telegraph, says: “It is argued 

that with tlie town wide o|x*n and the authorities 
tolerant of the eliih nxiius, and gambling carried on 
ill them against whieli tliere an* laws far more 
drastic than those imixised on the race betting, tliere 
is no gixHl reason why a crusade against the race 
track shtMild result.” This is one view to take of 
the matter. Tliere is another view; the breeding of 
giKxl hors»*s ought to be eneonragi*«l in every proper 
waj'. Spi*ed and enduraiiee are qualities that are 
develo!x*d on the race course. The Ixxikiug and the 
gambling are not the chief aim of the sjxirt. Men 
like to take chances and they will take ebtiiioes on 
almost everything. 'I'his may not Ixi a creditable 
thing In human nature, but it is in human nature 
jnst the same. A race course on which there is no 
jiM*keying. a race course coiiducteil under tlie rules 
of the New York Jo<*key Club, and conducted as the 
Charleston course has lieen eondiicti*il. Is an enter- 
pris«* which should be eiicoiirageil because it has 
lx*en of large advantage in a tinaueial way to the 
<*ominuiiity and it has afforded tlie wholesome amuse- 
ment to many thousands of wortli.v iK*oiile. Of 
conrsi*. the winter meeting at Charleston will not be 
held next year unless it can he held according to 
law, hut tlie meeting this season has lieen so well 
iiiaiia!'(>d that it may lx* the I,egislatnre will provide 
at its next session such regulation for the conduct 
of the enterprise as will r«*store in a sense the dig- 
nity of this sjiort of kings; at least it is hoped so.’ ” 

On Thursday tlie News and Courier printed the 
following: 

“ ‘The statement of Mr. Pons looks very much like 
a breach of faith with the General Assembly, which. 
Ill passing a law prohibiting race track betting in 
this state, refrained from making this law o|x*rative 
at oiK*e liecaiise the representatives of the race track 
at t'liarleston statt*d that all they asked wa« that 
tli«*y he allowed to carry on the present meeting until 
its close so as to prevent great financial loss to those 
whosi* money was invested in the enterprise. To 
say tliat there is any loophole in the present law 
whi'rehy racing may be carried on here in the future 
is ab.-iiird.’ 

“Tliis was the comment made yesterday by Rejire- 
sentative II. I,. Erckmann, one of the leaders in the 
legislative fight against the race track, in reference 
to the statement of Francis J. Puns, general manager 
of the track at 1‘aliiiettu Park, that be tliou.glit the 
Charleston Fair and Racing Asoeiatioii would con- 
tinue to conduct races liere aud that the terms of 
til** law were such that racing could be carried on 
legally. 

"C. P.issell Jenkins. pr<*sident of the Cameron-Bark- 
ley Company, one of the must promiueut among the 
mercliaiits here who opposed the estaldishnieiit of the 
ract* track at Charleston, said yesterday in refer- 
ence to ttie statement made by Mr. Pons that in his 
opinion there was no dixibt that the law against 
race track liettiiig would be enforced and not 
wiiikixl at. Should an effort be made to race here 
next season, said Mr. Jenkins, those who maile the 
attempt would discover at once that the opixinents 
of tile raf*e track were in earnest and that the.v 
would se»* to it that the law was carried out.' 

“The statement of Mr. Pons printed in The News 
and Courier of yesterday excited much interest 
among citizens in general. The report that an 
attempt wonid lie made t<i have raein.g here next 
s«‘asou in spite of the law yhich prohibits race track 
lH*ttiiig after July 1, 1912. has been heard frei|ueiitly 
of late, and the statement of Mr. Pons was taken 
as eoufiriiiatkm of the rumor. Some, however, ap- 
lieareil to lx* inerc*dulons and. diseonnting the hints 
at flaws in the present law. which Haws it is said 
might |x*rmit of teehuieall.v legal racing in this 
city and state, suggested that Mr. Pons was speak- 
ing for himself and not with the authority of the 
t'liarleston F'air and Racing Association, and that 
while the ass<x*latiun might make an effort to have 
racing here next season, it would not do so by eva- 
siixi of the law recently enacted. John Marshall, 
president of the association, was asked yesterday 
wlietlier he had an.v commeiit to make regarding tin* 
matter, but Mr. Marshall declined to say anything 
for publication. 

“Just how miieh Charleston capital is involveil in 
the Palmetto I’ark race' track enterprise is not 
known, tliougli it is understixxl that more than half 
of tlie money iiiv«*steil is of l«x*al origin. This mom*y 
is said to Ix'long to twelve or fift*x*ii men whose 
names President Marshall has deelineil to divulge.”

— Tlie eontlnuons de- 
parture of race-go«*rs from this locality during the 
past few days was r<*fleeted this afternoon at Pal- 
metto Park, for, although it was ladies’ day, the 
attendance was far below the standard set for such 
oeeasious. Thirteen layers ojx*rate<l and r**porfed 
only an average volume of business, lint it was 
a profitable afternoon for them, as most of the 
weil-baek»*d horses were lx>aten. Some of the best 
sport witnessed during the meeting develoix*d and 
enthusiasm aboundiHl, the first-lime visitors partieii- 
larl.v gi'vliig expression to their pleasure. The clos- 
ing dash furnished a thrilling finish that was marked 
by a disagn*einent on the part of disgmntleil backers 
affected by the judges’ decision. Belle Clem, J. II. 
Houghton and Ixird Elam were a trio that came to 
the tiuisli in such close alignment that none but tlie 
judges could determine the result. The award of 
the purse to Belie Clem met with disfavor, as many 
thought J. H. Houghtou liad won and tliat Lord 
Elam had taken second place. Bt*lle Clem’s show- 
ing toilay iiicideiitully rcpresenteil striking mprove- 
nient over her re<*eiit efforts. 

Tlie nvile and seventy yards race brought together a 
giHKl haiiil and fiiriiisbi*<l a brilliant <*ontest, with 
Dr. Duenuer tlie winner over the lightly weighti*d 
Bard of IIoix*. Guy Fislxir and the others. Kjiights 
Differ, which had been backed with a couMenee 
that caus«*d the riii.g to become paniek.v, tlutteretl his 
supporters by maiiitaiiiiiig tlie lead for three-quar- 
ters, but once displaced hy Bard of IIoix*. he retired 
pn*cipitately. Bard of Hope app«*areil a likely win- 
ner until well along in the last sixteenth, where 
Dr. Dueiiner passed lihn. 

The breeder's purse went to Lucetta over Corinth 
and Pocotaligo. The winner was at one perio<l neariv 
a sixt»*enth of a mile in advance of her opiiosition, 
but tired to such an extent that she barely lasteil. 

What little excitement tlien* was at Palmetto 
Park tills afterniMin was fnniislied by the halier 
men, who were active in the selling races. Four of 
the winners were bill up and one of them. Belle 
Clem, ehnngeil bands after her victory. The two- 
year-old St. Avano was bid up $109 hy C. J. Oilell. 
hut was retaineil by his owner with the usual 
advauce. After .Magazine won, Capt. P. M. Walker 
bid him up $:I00 over his enterwl price of $099. and 
he, _ too, was retaineil. Captain Walker has lx*en 
active in races won hy the Massey horses since S. 
Clopton tixjk Merman from him b.v the claiming 
process a wi*ok» or so ago. Chilton Squaw was bi‘J 
up $290 by Tod Celia in retaliation for Sam Louis 
having taken Pardiiei* from him and in the closing 
dash Sam Louis advanci'd Belle Clem $299 and si*- 
ciired her on his bid of $S00. 

Three claims were made for Stare after he finis!n*d 
second to Chilton Squaw iii the sixth race. Sam 
Louis, J. W. Hedrick, and H. <}. BeilweU were the 
claimants. Under tlie rules of the Jix-key Club, tiM* 
claim of Sam Louis, owner of the winner, was 
thrown out and in the draw H. G. Bedwell securitl 
tlx* gelding for $049. 

The I’almetto I’ark meeting has lxx*n reinarkiihl'* 
for the heavy losses siislaim*<] li.v all the big o|x*r- 
ators. including tlx* layers. Probahiv never Ix’fore 
at any preteiitiiHis, winter course has' a similar con- 
dition provailed. Usually somi* have lx*en fortunate, 
Imt ixit so here, for practii-ally everyone lias a deficit 
to nii*et. The exception may tx* Sam Louis, wlio, 
according to reix.rts, has prohahly cleared $20,099. 

About 2<M> horses will lx* si-nt from here to Nor- 
folk during the next few days. Those that will lx* 
left here are ilestineil for racing on Kentucky tracks 
and the list ineliides most of the gixxl horses that 
have taken part in the s|xirt here.

He opened his office 
at the clubhouse, placed the order for badgi“s and 
other printing and accomplislied much in the way of 
detail preliminary to organizing for the work that 
is to be done during the next four winks. 

■nic weather yesterday was tine, hut rain fell 
this afternoon to the regret of the horsemen. 
The time has atrlveil for the development of speed 
in the horses at the local track. Tlicy have had 
a great deal of road and turf galloping daring the 
winter and, for the greater part, are strong and 
muscular and ready to take the work that is now 
necessary to fit them for racing. There were some 
tightening up -gallops yesterday and today, but 
nothing oat of the ordinary. 

John W. May arrived at the Kentucky Associa- 
tion track this morning from Charleston with eleven 
horses, including Sea Cliff, Polly Worth, Little Waif 
and Zwingli. Jockey Mc'Tiiggart and the apprentice 
rider, .Arthur Cragin, are with the stable. “I had 
a fair winter and am satisfied,” said Mr, May. 
“My pnr|)os(‘ in coming to Lexington Is-forc the 
close of the Charleston meeting is to rest my horst's 
for the Kentucky season. 1 will go to Nashville 
this week to have Countless taken up and shipped 
here.” Mr. May will have another addition to his 
stable in the shaiie of the two-year-old sister to 
Lens that Mickey Shannon recently took up for him. 

J. W. Wainwright’s string will pass through hen; 
tomorrow enroute to Louisville from Charleston. 

J. S. Ward and W. J. Young will ship their 
strings from Charleston to Lexington next week. 

A carload of thoroughbreds from Barney Schrelb- 
or’s new farm at Sodalia, Mo., arrived here this 
morning. Seven were broodmares and five wer-.: 
young horses that are to be traineil by Charley 
Brown at the local track. They include the three- 
year-old Baden and the two-year-oids Cain Chaser. 
Harry McIntyre, Ortiz and Priwer. La Rella, the 
dam of Emperor William, foalwl a bay colt by Ban- 
nockburn on the train. The mare and foal are both 
in good condition. Miss Spooner, a young mare by 
Star Ruby, was injured in unloading and is now hi 
a sling. 

Before tbe rain today there were several good 
moves, the liest by a two-year-old, being three- 
eighths in 38% by J. N. Camden’s Star Shoot — Hin- 
doo Rose gelding. 

Walter Scofield, nephew of Will and Henry Mc- 
Daniel, arrived hero yesterday from Juarez and will 
put in the spring on the Kentucky tracks with bis 
uncle Will. Henry McDaniel will not come to Ken- 
tucky this spring, he having shipiieil his hm-ses to 
Ckieur d’Alene. In a car that is to leave here foi- 
Coeur d’Alene Wednesday in charge of Luther Carr, 
there will bo ten horses, including seven for W. II . 
Fizer, two for EJarl Linnell and George C. Ben- 
nett’s Loween for Henry McDaniel. The seven for 
Mr. Fizer have been in the care of John Roilegap, 
but he does not know the peillgrees of three of the 
three-year-olds. Brando and Wadsworth II. are two 
of the three-year-olds. The former is a hrotlier to 
Friend Harry and a half-brother to Pink Coat, and 
the latter is by Wadsworth out of the speedy mare 
Gold Rose that was owned by Dominic O’Malley, of 
New Orleans. Two two-j'ear-olds are a colt by 
Marta Santa — Sewing Girl and a filly by Pink Coat 
— Foundling. 

Mr. Scofield says there was vast improvement in 
the racing at Juarez the past winter as compared 
with former meetings, “it will be the si>ot for 
winter s|>ort,” said he, “if the Mexicans will stop 
that war they have been having and let .Americans 
feel like tliey are not liable to be lilt by a stray 
bullet.” Speaking of the horses that came to 
Kentucky from Juarez, Mr. Scofii-ld said: ’-There 
were only forty-two of them, but Hawthorn was 
among them and be, in my opinion, counts for as 
much as all the others.

He’s Kentiicky- 
hred, you kuow. being by Hastings — White Thorn, 
and from the Belmont Nursery .Stnd a few miles 
out Horn here on the pike. He’s none of the winter 
pop-up, summer fade-awa.v variety they breed down 
in Texas and the fellow that goes to figuring on him 
for that sort just because he happen^ to race at 
Juarez is going to Ik* badly fooled. Mark what I 
say. Hawthorn will make every Kentucky-trained or 
Charleston-raceil two-year-old that Iiooks up with 
him w-ish he was back in the stall before they reach 
the finish. He is justly cutitic-d to the niibcatcn 
record he has for his five starts and he’ll have 
more brackets to his credit tlian any other two- 
ycar-old at the end of the year if he stays right.” 

Col. Milton Young, vlee-cUalrman of the Kentucky 
State Racing Oimmission. was among tbe Sunday 
morning visitors to the course. He has five horses 
in John Rodegap’s string aqd it was the first time 
tliat be had seen them canter this si-ason. John 
Roilegap has in his barn a four-year-old called 
Rolling Stone that lias never been to the iiost. iiut 
is promising. He is by Hermenee — Ruetkm. and is 
a half-brother to MiKiuotte. He is one of the best 
looking horses at the track and hi* handles himself 
in a manner that indicates that he will be there 
with tbe giMKls to deliver when called upon. Hazel 
Burke is still in this barn and has wintereil well. 
Several iiersons trieil to buy her the past winter, 
but they were not willing to come to the figure of 
the owner, which was about $:i.000. 

T. C. McDowell, whose horses are at Douglas 
Park, came up from Louisville Sunday and was at 
tbe track for an hour or so. He says Tbe Manager 
and all others in bis barn arc doing famously.

FASHIONABLE LINES OF BREEDING. 

"The idex of importing a site of the male line of 
Pantaloon." 

It was the late D. D. Withers who made tte re- 
mark to ns several years since, st the time Mr. 
Haggin had imported Sir Modr^ from New Zea- 
land. 

“Thormanby was supposed to be from tbe male 
line of Pantaloon,” we returned. 

“Thormanby? Thormanby?” replied Mr. Withers 
with that pecnilar habit of repeating his words. 
“Yes, 1 have always considered ThOTinanby one of 
the greatest race horses of bis generation. But 
he was not equally successful as a sire. Besides, 
how do we know he was of Pantaloon’s male line? 
— his pedigree is given as by Melbourne or Wind- 
hound.’ ” 

“There was every reason to believe he was a son 
ot Windhound.” 

“So I understood,” said Mr. W„ “but whether 
he was or was not, tbe line of Pantaloon baa not 
been a success.” 

Mr. Vanderbilt’s colt Montrose Is now said to 
be the best two-year-old in France, and as he is a 
son of Maintenon, a sire in the fonrth remove from 
Thormanby, there is a possibility of a revival of 
Pantaloon’s male line as follows: Maintenon. Le 

Sagittaire, Le Saney, Atlantic, Thormanby, Wlnd- 
himud. Pantaloon. In 1900. Maintenon was the 
“crack” colt of France, winning the French Derby, 
etc. His sire, Le Sagittaire, was an excellent racer 
in 1894-95 and was a son of the gray horse, Ix: 
Saney, which in five seasons (1886-90) won twenty- 
six races, beating Tenebreuse and all tbe best ones 
of bis day, and in England was third for tbe Lan- 
cashire Plate to Sea Breeze and Ayrshire. 

Indeed, Le itency (son of Atlantic and Gem of 
Gems, by Stratbeonan) seemed to improve with age; 
he was better at four than at three years, and better 
at five than at four, and won all his races at six; 
including the Grand Prix de Deauville. As a sire, 
he has been very suceessfnl. Mr. Thomas B. Merry 
(“Hidalgo”), in his interesting work, “The Ameri- 
can Thoron^bred,” remarks: “I saw Le Saney, a 

gray horse, sixteen years old, bred from the male 
line of PantakKm through Windhound, Thormanby, 
Atlantic, that was a fine horse in any country. He 
had the best legs and feet 1 ever saw under a 
horse of big age, and his daughter Semendria, bad 
won tbe Grand Prix de Paris a few weeks bef(»e 1 
aiTivcd there.” 

Pantaloon (foaled 1824), was considered the most 
beautiful horse of his time, which bis portrait by 
Herring seems to jnstify. Indeed, his picture wooing 
Phryne is one of the most beautiful of that ex- 
quisite collectliMj, “The British Stud,” that Eng- 
land’s great artist has left us. Possibly The Libel 
was his best son, but bis matings with Phryne pro- 
duceil Elthiron, The Reiver, Hobble Noble and 
Windhound, the latter tbe generally accepted sire 
of Thormanby, and as Galopin revived tbe line of 
Blacklock, as Barcaidine revived the line of Mel- 
bourne, so 'Thormanby through his son Atlantic has 
revived tbe line of Pantaloon. 

Alice Hawthorn, the dam of Thormanby, was one 
of tbe most famous mares in the history of the 
British turf. A daughter of Muley Moloch and 
Rebecca, by Lottery, she was bred by J. Plummer, 
of Skipton, in 1838, who sold her as a yearling, but 
had her thrown on his bands afterwards, tbe pur- 
chaser backing out of his bargain. She remained 
ill Mr. Plummer’s possession unbroken until she 
was over three-years old, when by an arrangement 
with “Lenny” Hesseltine to divide profits she was 
sent to bis stable at Hambleton. In October, IMl, 
she ran three races, winning two, both at two mile 
heats. It was in very moderate company, but her 
trainer had discovered her merits, and during tbe 
winter used to insist upon every visitor seeing “the 
winner of the next Chester Cup” stripped. So little 
attention had she attracted that she got in the Cap 
at 84 iiounds, and beat a band of eighteen, her 
party winning an immense stake in bets. After that 
she won tbe Gold Caps at Richmond and North- 
allerton. and most of her races. 

In 1843, she again was pointed fpr tbe Chester 
Cup with 12U pounds, but her stable companion. 
Millepede, was allowed to win (with 101 pounds), 
and at the time it was freely charged that Alice 
could have won had her party desired it. She 
started twenty-six times that season, at all dis- 
tances, many heat races, and with as high as 137 
pounds. In 1844, she, for tbe third time, started 
fur tbe Chester ()cp, two and a quarter miles, with 
134 pounds, and was second to Red Deer, 56 pounds, 
in a field of twenty-six. She conceded tbe winner 
78 pou nds. It is still considered the great weight- 
carrying feat of history. But there was a great 
scandal, it being freely asserted that she would have 
won had Bob Hesseltine “let her bead loose.” 

Alice Hawthorn raced until eight years old. She 
started in sixty-nine races, of which she won fifty 
and divided one. In addition to the Chester Cup 
that brought her into notoriety, she won the Don- 
caster Cup twice, the Goodwood Cup, eighteen 
Queen’s Plates and gold cups everywhere. She de- 
featoil all the best horses, three Derby winners and 
an Oaks winner included, but the knotty point 
which has often been discussed as to which was 
the best — .Alice or Beeswing — remained unsettled, 
as they never met. Alice was sent to the stud 
in 1846. but misscil. and again in 1847, both to 
Lanereost. In 1849 her first foal. Young Hawthorn, 
was by Lanereost. In 1850, she had Lonl Fauconberg, 
by Birdcatcher; 1851, 'Terrona, by Touchstone; 1852 
Oulstou, by Melbourne; 1853, nndon, by Touchstone: 
1854, l.ady Hawthorn, by Windhound; 1855, Ox- 
wold. by Flying Dutchman. In 1856, she slipped a 
foal by West Australian. 

It was in 1856 that Oulston had been so highly 
tried that Mr. R. Plummer (whose property Alice 
had become at the death of bis brother) resolved to 
have another Melbourne colt, and the mare was sent 
to that lonl paramonnt of the stnd. But learning 
that Alice and every other mare, except one, “broke” 
to Melbourne, Mr. Plummer bad her put to Wind- 
hound, which was at Cawston Lodge at the time, 
and, curiously enough, was Mr. Merry’s own horse. 
Alice, in 1857, foaled to Windhound’s time, and the 
Itroduce was Thormanby, one of the best and tough 
est hor.ses of modem times. 

At the Doncaster sales of 1858, the yearling Thor- 
manby was offered by auction, but, while most of 
I be giKKt Judges of stock were present, nobixly would 
liid; whereupon Mr. Plummer became alarmed lest 
the colt might be thrown* on his hands as his dam 
had been upon Mr. Plummer’s brother years before. 
Matthew Dawson, the trainer, was induced to “look 
him over,” and, after some talk about contingencies, 
purchased him for $1,750 for Mr. Merry, who after- 
wards leased Alice from Mr. Plummer with the stip- 
ulation that Sweet Hawthorn, her foal of 1858 by 
Sweetmeat, should be returned to Mr. Plummer at 
the end of her racing career. Alice’s colt of 1859, 
by Wild Dayrell, dicil a week after its birth. In 
ISW, she missed to Windhound and died April 20. 
1861, at the Croft Stnd, Darlington, from abscess of 
the udder, from which she had long suffered, and 
which had reduced her almost to a skeleton, and the 
ne.xt year her son Thormanby came to the Croft Stnd 
and held his court within sight of the grave of his 
famous mother. 

Of all the great racehorses that carried the 

orange and black” of Mr. Merry, Thormanby was 
the most renowned. His campaign as a two-year- 
old was considered the most severe on record. It 
had not been the custom to race the best two-year- 
olds severely, but Mr. Merry inangurated a new de- 
parture, and, while no owner of his day bad more 
good ones, they were usually overdone In their first 
j’car, as in the case of Belladnim, Sunshine, Marks- 
man, etc. Thormanby started fourteen times and 
won nine. He began March 30 at Northampton and 
finished late in October, winning the Biennial and 
the Eglinton at York, the Mostyn at Chester, the Bi- 
ennial at Ascot, the Ijcvant at Goodwood, the Gim- 
crack, the Prendergast and the Criterion. 

» ^ree-year-old, Thormanby did not start until 
the Derby. It had a field of thirty starters, includ- 
ing The Wizard (winner of the Two Thousand). 
Horror. Nutboume. Buccaneer, Mainstone, Man at 
Arms, High Treason, and the American colt Umpire. 
Thormanby won with The Wizard and Horror placed. 
Immediately after the race Thormanby developed a 
swollen gland, was stopped In bis work, and it was 
all they could do to get him ready for the St. Leger, 
for which he failed to get a place, St. Albans win- 
ning with High Treason and Horror placed. For the 
Doncaster Cup he tried to exmeede seven ponnds to 
Sabreur and was second. For -the Grand Duke 
Michael Stakes be was second to The Wizard, while 
Tom Bowline beat bim in a race over the Rowley 
Mile. It was generally thought that he had begun 
to feel the effects of his hard racing of the .year 
before. This was a mistake as his return to form 
the next season proved. The glandular trouble and 
stoppage in his work was probably the reason, as he 
was a cult that newled plenty of work and so slug- 
gish that he often needed a “reminder” of the spur 
in his races. 

As a four-year-old Thormanby had fully recovered 
Ills furm. Ills speed was tremendous, and he won 
the tMan*t Stakes, defeating Umpire and Thunder- 
bolt by thirty lengths. For two following races he 
walked-over — nolKidy cared to “chase” him. At As- 
cot he set the seal to his greatness by performing 
that great ’after test of Derby winners — ^winning the 
Ascot Gold Cup. St. Albans. Parmesan. Falrwater, 
Royal leu, Duicibolla and Plumper comprised his field. 
And thus tbe Derby and St. Leger winners of the 
year before were again pitted in battle, but the yel 
low and black of Mr. Merry prevailed, for, while he 
ran sluggish and Custance once had to “wake him 
up” with the spur, Thormanby won by two lengths. 
“Tipsters” were plenty in those days, and to their 
gift of propliec.v many of them added a talent for 
rhyme, one of them having given his “tip” for the 
Cup race in tbe following effusion: 

The Ailesbnry party back their Saint; 

Yet loudly though they clack. 

With no “fed body” will we join 

The yellow aod t)i* black. 



Tbe Wizard’s friends have lost aU hope 
To see bis niunber np; 

’Twould make, no doobt, a preifty joke. 

A Sauoeicr fw tbe Cap. 

The Frendiman baa so poor a chance. 

Tboogh he may sorpare Scott —

In Ilea of Royal Ascot! , 

They’re off; an awful silence reigns. 

Hushed Is the very air; 

I sec the leading horses come. 

And Thormanby is there. ^ 

The field is quickly thinned— but few

Fast up tbe cords St. Allians comes; 

The Saint will win, I swear. 

Tbe Leger was a true run race. 

But — Thormanby is there. 

Gone past St. Albans like a shot —

The telegraph is hoisted up, \ 

And THORMANBY Is there. 

For the Goodwood Stakes, then a handicap, Thor- 
manby, was weighted l.'fll pounds; Duicibella and 
Optimist, 125 pounds each; Joskin. 122 pounds; 
Umpire. 113 pounds; Ru|iee, 112 pounds; Starke. 
107 iMiuiiils; Rupert, the minimum, 77 imuiitls. or 
62 pounds less than Tliormaiiliy. Hi* did not start, 
mid for the GoikIwikmI Cup, with 136 |H>uiids, he was 
fourth to Starke, a six-year-old, with 122 pounds. 
Mr. Merry then challenged for The Whip and named 
Thormanby. It was not accepteil, and thus he re- 
tired sound as champion of England, as Stockwell 
had done six years before, and stood in 1862 at tbe 
Croft Farm, near Darlington. Durham. 

Thormanby’s fame as a sire hardly reached the 
eminence be had attained as a race horse, but bis 
career in the stud was highly crcilitable. He sired 
Plaudit, Sunshine, Atlantic, Charibert, Crocus, Hes- 
ter. Feronia, 'Tomahawk, Lady Coventry. Lady Mor- 
gan, Odd Fellow, Pathfliiiler, Thuringian Prince and 
Rouge Rose (dam of Bend Or;. Of these Mr. 
Merry’s Sunshine was probably the best, she in 
18»RJ winning nine out of ten races. Atlantic won 
the Two Thoiisaiid of 1874, and Charibert (a iiost- 
bumoiis son of Tbormauby, by the way), won the 
Two Tliousand of 1879. Hester won the One Tbou- 
suiid of 1870. 

Thormanby died In the spring of 1875. His end 
was similar to that of Leamington, us be fell dead 
after covering bis old male Hurricane, the dam of 
Atlantic — tbe sun which was destined to continue 
his line. 

We recall two sons of Thormanby imported to 
America. Glengarry and By the Sea. The first. 
Glengarry, was from Carbine, by Rifleman, and was 
iiiiliorted as a weanling in 1866 by K. W. Cameron, 
being one of the four survivors of the thirty-live 
bead ot thoroughbreds lost in the voyage of the 
Helvetia. We rcnieDilier Glengarry racing at Jerome 
Park in 18^ and 1870 in tbe colors of William 
Constable. He was a beautiful brown colt, but he 
never rei-overed entirely from the voyage, but in 
Tennessee be did very well in the stud, as he sired 
Greenland and Kingman, winner of the Kentucky 
Derby in 1891. By tbe .Sea was imported with bis 
dam by tbe late Hon. August Belmont in 1868 and 
named after his estate at Newport. We saw him 
run all his races. A very bloodlike chestnut and a 
good race horse, bat he had the misfortune to be 
out in the year of Harry Basset and Monarchist, 
and was sold at four to go to Peru, where be swept 
all before him. 

In recent years we bad another line of Pantaloon 
in the New Zealand-bred horse. Sir Modred. but it 
was not the TLormanb.v line of Pantaloon. Sir 
Modred was by Traducer. son of Tbe Libel, be by 
Pantaloon. While few of Sir Modred’s were horses 
of the higher class, they were about the sturdiest 
strain of campaigners we ever had. Few were 
mure s|>ecdy thiBi bis daughter. Briar Sweet, or his’ 
sons Dr. Uasbrouck and Touruauicut, hut thus far 
his sons have not carried on his line. 

To watch tbe ebb and flow of fashion in blood Is 
one of tbe most interesting stndios of the student 
of breeding. Eighty years ago Partisan was the 
rage, but his line has failed of late. Then came 
the era of Emilius, Tramp and Sultan, followed by 
that of Melbourne. Touchstone and Birdca teller. 
Then Stockwell and Ncwmfnstcr began to flourish 
and do so stilL Bat more recently Galopin brought 
the Blaekloek line to the front with a “Chifney 
rash.” while Barcaidine restored Melbourne’s which 
had begun to langnisb. In England Count Schomberg 
has quite alone upheld Orlando’s line, but here 
EcUpse and Rayon d'Or have restored it, while Colin 
ill England, may revive its prestige there. Indeed, 
the WhaletxMie line, throogh Sir Hercules and Camel 
alone, have through succeeding generations retaiuiil. 



its original strength, and even it has latterly betiA ^ 
cumpclTed to divide empire with that of Bhickloi-i^i 
Of the many sires which have flourished in their I 



time, but whose lines have failed in tbe second and 
third generations might be named Beadsman. During 
tbe late “sixties” this Derby winner liecame a great 
success through Sir Joseph Hawley’s Blue Gown. 
Pero Gomez. Kosicrucian, The Palmer, Morna and 
Green Sleeves, but tbe line has dwiinlli'd to nothing. 
Blair Atbol was a success, but his later geuerations 
have lM*come conspicuously iueouspieuous iii the list 
of great iierformers. No horse was so fashionable 
as Hermit from 1880 to 1888, but his line is fast 
disapi>oaring. And so it is of Lexington, Glenelg 
and even Leamington in America — that great trium- 
virate, which for a quarter of a century dominated 
the stud, arc fast becoming memories. 

But it is not safe to say that anyone of these 
lines wUl not revive and that history will not re- 
peat itself as it did with Blacklock and Melbourne 
in England and Glencoe and Orlando here. He is 
a daring man, or rather a reckless one, who will 
venture to pr^ict the failure of any line of racing 
blood that has once proved itself good. Forty years 
ago an American who said the line of Ix*xington 
would fall and that of Bonnie Scotland would rise, 
would have been laughed at, as would au Eiiglisli- 
man who predicted the coming fashion of Black- 
Io<;k. And thus with Maintenon and Ix; Sagittaire 
in iTance, “casting shadows before” it would ap- 
IK*ar that even so profound a horsemau as Mr. With- 
ers tread dangerous grouud when be ridiculed a 
sire merely because he was “of tbe male line of 
Pantaloon.” — W. S. Vosburgh in Thoroughbred Rec- 
ord. 

FROYISIONS OF BALTIMORE wtt.t.. 

Baltimore, Md-, April 1. — The Baltimore County 
Racing Commission Bill, just approved by Governor 
Goldsborougb, provides for tbe holding of trottiug 
ami niuuiug races in Baltimore County under the 
control of a commission made up of Ri*dmi>nd C. 
Stewart, Freijerick Van Kopp amt Spalding L. Jen 
kins, who will serve four years, wheu their succes- 
sors will be appointed by the Governor. The bill 
also provides that licenses may be issued for rail! 
mcetiugs of not more than twenty-six days to “auy 
incorporated racing or horse breeding club, fair as- 
sociation or similar body that has been conducting 
race meetings for two or mure years previous to the 
passage of this act.” A fee of $10 a day for the 
first live days and $200 a day thereafter most l»e 
paid by the running meetings, while the fee for 
trots is $10 each day, with no increase. Applica- 
tions for licenses must be filed by April 1 ami the 
commission must announce dates fifteen days later 
No racing is |iermitted in December, January. Febru' 
ary and March. The commission is empowered to 
regulate bookmaking or mutuel betting and may re- 
voke any license for cause. 

Word comes from AunapoUs that both housi*s of 
the Marylaiiil legislature passt*d the bill giving Aiin*- 
Arundel county, in wbicli tbe Laurel track is locatvil 
a racing cummissiou similar to the commissbHi re- 
ceiitl.v creati*d for Baltimore county Heretofore 
racing has been iK*rmittc*d in Laurel onlv in the 
month of October. If Governor (Joldsboroiigh signs 
tilt* bill, ami there set*ms no reason to doubt that lie 
will, niwtiiigs will be |M>ssible in spring, fall or sum- 
“‘““aster of the Laurel track. 
sa.vs that as a result of the passage of the bill there 
will be a spring meeting at Laurel Immediately after 
the close of the Pimlico meeting. The plan is to 
work in harmony with the Baltimore track and uot 
in opposition as was done last year.
